"My Princess, " ho murnmred, as ho 
patted the in.strumont and made a slight 
pizzicato movement on the strings. "But 
my Princess gets jealous sometimes, and 
capricious, and then I am a fool before 
the public. Was it the A string, last 
time, Dulckoni" 

"It was the A that deserted you the 
last time," replied the pianist, who was 
playing piaiussimo a sort of reverie, wait- 
ing to ace if Remonyi was-suiBeiently sa(- 
istied with tlie temper of Princess tn wi d 
her to the piano.

Was being interpreted in a manner that 
entranced the listener.s. It was u joyous 
theme, and the violin's tones seemed to 
ripple with laughter, and the player who 
edticed tliem smiletl in concert, ami mut- 
tered encomiums on the author, as if he 
wore talking to the instrument.

A Nijht of Terror. 

.Sjieaking 0'-' tho great cyclone wiiich 
lately ravaged the fair town of Irving, 
in the State of ELansas, a correspond- 
ent says : — After breakfast, in compa- 
ny with Dr. F. D. .Tohnsoii, of AtcUi 
son, your correspondent walked overto 
the ruined hou-e of .■\[r. W. J. Wil- 
Hain.s. It had been a neat stone cot- 
tage, with a frame addition. Trees 
had been planted about it, and a neat 
{licket fence enclosed it. It was the 
model of a cosey homo. But, "what a 
change! The stones and mortar lay in 
a jiile, mi.ved with fragments of furni- 
ture, jiictures, carpeting, everything 
stained, crushed scattered. Beyond 
this, tho traces of tho storm were as 
clearly visible as the track of a reaper 
through ;i field of wheat. There was a 
sense of wantonness and grotcsqueness 
in the sight, as if this ruin liad been 
%\ rought liy some iiialignaiit siiirit. On 
every post of a fence in the track of 
the storm fluttered some fragment of 
clothing. On one fence was a portion 
of a silk dress. The ground was cov. 
ered with sjiliiiters, all pointing in one 
direction. I'liree hundred yards awny 
the writ(!r picl;ed up the little worn 
shoe of a baby. A carriage was dis- 
tributed over an area of hundretla of 
yards, the irons bent and twisted as if 
they wore tin. Chickens were lying 
al out as jierfectly liarcof feathers as it' 
tliew(r'.c had been done by hand. Trees 
were laid Hat, or twisti'd off and tossed 
about. Singularly, very small trees 
were still standing where strongly 
b jilt houses had gone down like card 
houses built by children. 

Everywhere was visible tlie strength, 
anil yet what seemed tin; caprice of l:ie 
evi'loiie. ''Th(! one was taken and t n 
other left." The frailest liouses st.'ei.. 
ed s[iarf^iJ, the strongest crushed.

A thousand incidents were related, 
enough to fill a volume of the torrille 

night which foUowetl the storm. Stori^'s 
like that of the 15tickraaster family, 
where the searchers found, scattep'd 
over the ground hundreds of feet frcm 
the ruins of their house, the lifele.is 
boilii's of tho mother and four little 
girls, the youngest, a child of two 
years, lyin.g in a ])ool as if drowned. 
Of iliii, faiiiilv of eight, live were kill- 
ed .and the fatlier and son injured. 
The eldest daughter was in town and 
esca|)etl unhurt. The sufferings of the 
])eople were increased by the state of 
tho ground, which the rain converted 
every where into a swamp. Mrs. Gal- 
lop and her chiKlren, bruised and 
wounded, dragged theniselvos through 
the sinking ground a long distance to 
Mrs. J. S. Walker's cellar, where at 
one time twenty-three persons had tak- 
en refuge, tmd were driven from this 
by the lising water, when finally rescu- 
ed. The family of Alvinza Jefi'ers had 
taken refuge in the cellar. The house 
fell and the family seemed shut in, 

as ir IN A Livixfi aiiA\c; 
But a noble young lad, Robbie Jcffers, 
fouiifl an opening, got his mother and 
two children out, and piloted them to 
J. S. "Walker's collar, the general re- 
fuge for that part of the town. Mr. 
Walker's house, though racked and 
tv.i.sled somewhat, was not moved 
from its foundation. A family named 
Atkin.son, from Waterbury, Conn , ar- 
rived just iu time to be caught in the 
storm. The father, mother and six 
small children had alighted from the 
train and started to walk to the town 
when the gale came. ilrs. Atkinson, 
l;iknio the advantage of a depression 
in the ground, threw herself on two of 
the children and held the baby in her 
arms. Tho father held another, and 
tried to keep the others near. After 
being beaten about by the wind, all 
Inially eseajied without injury. But 
Mrs. .•Vtldnson's dress was torn open, 
and slie lost a pocket book containing 

.s;300. 

.V frightful circumstance of the 
storm was the stripping of the dead 
and wounded of nearly all clothing by 

the \ ioleuce of the wind. Nearly all 
the boilies of the dead were nude, and 
covered with mire. Mrs, Keeney was 
literaliv driven iiiio the earth. Miss 
Sheldon, terribly mangled, was curried 
into the depot, and even then realizing 
her condition, cried out, "0, I can't die 
this way!' until some kindly hand 
cast a covering over her. Much more 
might be said, bnt no pen will ever 
ade(]uately describe the horrors of that 
night.
